Japan Fallivg late Line. 
Japan appears to be wheeling into 
line with the Western Christian civiliza- 
tions, and even to be taking a step in 
advance of most of them, in one respect 
at least. Recent action of the govern- 
ment in the direction of a severance of 
the connection between church and 
State is one of the notable events of the 
times. The priests of Buddbism and 
Sbintoism, and all interested in keeping 
up the old systems, will of course be 
foun’ in opposition, and use all possi- 
ble «ffurta to stay the march of pro- 
gress in the island kingdom.

In fact, the missionaries themselves, s0 
we are informed, are somewhat alarmed 
at the sivns of the times. They look 
with anxiety upon the great movement 
toward Christianity in view of possible 
reaction.

The 
Christians of this country, meantime, 
should wake to the urgent necassity of

Despite the necessity of keeping a 
sharp look-out for our uncomforta

It will perbaps raise a smile on the 
lips of our younger aad more vigorous 
readers to speak of a journey of only 
five and twenty miles as a forcea 
march; but we can assure them that 
having done some rather stiff march- 
ing in many parts of\ the world, and 
especially so in-India ddwpg the revolt 
of the ative army in 1857,°58 and ‘59, 
we had rather repeat aby of those 
marches than again attempt that one 
which it was now necessary to aceom 
plish, cost what it might.

The mechanism by means of which 
he effects the trausfer of the water 
from the sub-omasum to the true 
stomach ix$ of the simplest order, for 
the structure of the former enables 
him to produce a cacuym over its 
orifice, and through whicti the fluid at 
once rises. 

In fact, it is the priociple of the 
commos pump which is here exhibited 
to us in the interna! structure of those 
animals, without which it would be 
well nigh impossible to traverse the 
great belt of sand extending in an 
almost unbroken line from the Atlantic 
through the Sabara, Arabia, Mesopo 
tamia, Persia aud Turkestan, aod only 
to end in the great desert of Shamo o: 
Gobi, in the heart of Chinese Tartary. 

And now that all was ready and 
that al! possible precaution had been 
taken to preveot any disaster arising 
from want of water, we passed on 
from our late camping ground, aod 
making & wide detour crossed the daya 
or mar-hy tract surrounding the wells. 

For about ten miles the country was 
of the most difficult nacure to traverse, 
the Sand alteroating in plices with 
rocks, which crop up at intervals

It would seem that io the pre his- 
toric period, when the waters of the 
inland sea thit once coverea this part 
of the Sahara were gradually receding 
from the great plateau which we were 
about to leave, and were descending 
the long slope or rampe that le-l to the 
chotts, the “back-wash"’ of the retir- 
ing Witers had at regular intervals 
been strong enough to denude the bot- 
tom of its vegetable soil and had thus 
laid bare the rocks, and while so do- 
ing had formed succ ssive waves of 
sand, such as one may observe on a 
sandy shure from which the tide 
wa'ers Lave but recently retsred. 

These sand-waves were, later on, 
increased in height and bulk by 
the storms which had swept over 
the desert since time was young, and 
whose headlong course was checked, 
if not arrested, by the irregularities 
of the soil created by the retiring 
waters of the prehistoric sea. 

Such was the region which we were 
now traversing, a region through 
which one might be said to wade 
rather than to march, for at each step 
in crossing those sand hills we stuck 
into them deep and fast, as if wading 
through a partially dried muck-pond.

on either side; and on emerging trom 
the ravine we once more entered on an 
immense field of aifu, the piain to the 
right being bounded by the mountain 
chain known as the Dijebel T'dla, 
whilst fsr away to the left rose up the 
bold, serrated crest of Ras Ei Chid 
Wherever the ground was favorable 
to sucha movement the two squadrous 
of cavairy which had taken no active 
part ia the late combat were thrown 
wut in eddying circles to scour the 
country ana see if the enemy were try- 
ing to “dress” an ambuscade, but no 
trace of the Arab force was to be seed. 


at Ei Kreider as we were crossing the 
Causeway between the chotts, and as 
we were now only about two hours 
from these latter, the column was 


then moved forward again, ready for 
anything that might turu up. 
However, as we closed ov the chotts 
we distinguish uo sign what- 
ever®f our Arab friends, so haif the 
cavalry was throwe out io advance, 
supported by four companies of in- 
fantry and the wmifreallews, the 
whole occupying position command- 
ing the southern end of the causeway, 
where some slight breastworks were 
hastily thrown up. 

The camels and baggage animals 
were then passed safely over, the other

of the clifls which here and there 
towered proudly above them, we 
pushed on for the we ls of Bou Medfa, 
some twelve miles away to the south at 
the foot of the chain known as the Dje- 
bel Gomri. 

Our route now lay across & succes- 
sion of ridges, cap here and there 
by gre t clumps of aloe, which is here 
in California known as the “Century 
Piant,”’ many belirving that it raises 
its tree-like central stem—decorated 
with symmetrical branches aod 
flowers, but once in @ century, 

But the fact is that although this 
plant thrives best in a dry atmosphere, 
yet when its feet are bathed in. a hu- 
mid soil, the “flowering” will take 
place every few years, many times 
in the course of a century. 

After marching for about three 
hours through the stretches of sand, 
mixed here and there with masses of 
rock, which latter helped to render it 
impossible to keep the column in any- 
thing like a military formation, we 
got sight of our intended encampment 

ur the night; and the camels, scenting 
water in the air, stretched their long 
necks toward tie wells in our front, 
and having given the columo a brief 
halt to allow us to throw it into some-

We therefore broke camp at three 
in the morning, and having served out 
extra ammunition to the men, and 
having hitched the Gatling gun on to 
a pair of camels, we struck out at a 
rapid pace, fur it was now cool,on our 
way to El tiod. 

Long ere the hour of noon arrived, 
however, it was evident that the pace 
at which we were marchiog would, if 
kept ug® soon begin to kill—would, io 
fact, prove as Gangcrous as an attack 
by the enemy—so a brief halt was 
ordered, and biscuit with a little 
brandy and water was served out tu 
the mea. 

Our road now lay all up hill, for El 
Biod stauds at an elevation of about 
three thousand feet above the sea level, 
and this fact added to the fatigues of 
the march. But we still pressed on- 
ward at a rate which, under ordinary 
circumstances, would never be thought 
of, the result being that the exhau-tion 
of the men became 60 great thet the 
little remaining water was soon con- 
sumed.

A Synopsis cf His Address Last 


A FEEBLE EFFORT FORA A FEEBLE CAUSE. 
Biaine and the Kepublican Party Receive 
tht Attention of the Whole Adéress— 
Heathman Displays Mis Lack 
of Ability for an 
Assembly man. 


Thureday, Oct 2, 
Last evening Hon. William T. Wal- 
lace addressed a Democratic mass meet- 
ing in front of the old Episcopal chureb 
on Temple street. The meeting was 
preceded by a procession of the three 
uniformed Democratic clubs. 
The meeting was called-to order by 
Hon. Stephen M. White, who read the 
following list of officers:

Mr. the chairman, then in- 
trodeced Hon. Willjam T. Wallace, the 
peaker of the evening. 

Judge Wallace began his speech by a 
personal attack on James G. Blaine. 
He acknowledged that Mr. Blaine has 
been so long before the public that his 
name is a household word. Eighteen 
times out of twenty Blaine bad skulked 
in his tent when bis monopoly masters 
needed bis services ; twice only he served 
them, There was never a political 
party which favored free trade. The 
Democratic party is opposed to the higb 
protective tariff as advocated by the Re- 
publicans. The speaker read from the 
Democratic platform of 1540, stating 
that the Democratic party was opposed 
to the fostering of any class of basiness 
to the detriwent of another. 

In 1876 we elected Mr. Tilden Presi 
dent by a majority of a quarter of a 
million votes. [Applause.} The Dem- 
ocratic party never was a free trade 
party, aod its principles have pever 
ween altered. 

No one ever before heard of the Dem- 

ocratic party being charged with de- 
stroyiog something-to drink, [ Laugh- 
ter.| The Democratic platiorm of 1546 
coutained a plank that favored a heavy 
tariff on wines. 
The Republican party is the nursery 
of all the prohibitonigts with which 
the world is cursed. Idwa, Maine and 
Kansas cause the loss $10,000 an 
nually to the wine-growing interests of 
California. These are al] Republican 
Mates.

ishman can buy 24%', per cent. cheaper 
than the American: The Kepublicans 
have been tampering with the custom- 
houses. Claus Spreckles’ got control 
of the sugar trade of the Sandwich I«l- 
ands. He gets bis sugar free of duty, 
and the Government loses $1,250,000 
annually, the tax on the sugar. Mr. 
Spreckles gets that money.. The price 
of sugar never fell. 

By a free-trade treaty Mexican fruit 
can be brougbt Ww he Usited States.

A CRANK'S k REVENGE 
Unesecessfal in Mi in His Attempt to 
Secure a Conviet’s Pardon, 


HE ASSAULTS NEW YORK’S GOVERNCR. 


His Wile Aise Attempts to Siap Cleveland, 
and Failing. Has a Fit of Hysterics 
—The Assaulter Arrested. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 
Ausayy, Oct. 20.—The city was thrown 
into excitement this morning by the re- 
port that Governor Cleveland had been 
assaulted while on bis way from the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion to the Capitol. Some 


. reports had it that be had been aswassin- 
ated, and others that he had been fatally 


wounded. The reports spread with mar- 
velous rapidity, and soon bundreds 
thronged to the Capitol and sought out 
the Guvernor’s room to inquire as to the 
foundation for the rumors and into the 
condition of the Governor. Aa is asually 
the case, there was but slight foundation 
for the rumor upon which the superstruc- 


tare of fiction had been built in passing® 


from mouth to mouth. Stripped of all 
embellishments, the facts are substan- 

tially as follows: As Governor Cleveland 
was going from the Executive Mansion to 
the Capitol about 9 this morning. he was 
assaulted iu front of the Medical Col- 
lege by Samuel Boone, of Elmira, 
who struck at the Governor with bis 
right hand. The blow was warded off 
and the man repeated the biows several 
times without hitting the Governor's face. 
He then darted toward a pile ef cobble 
stones, but was intercepted by Dr. Hough- 
ton before he obtained the mi@ile 

Boone returned to attack the Governor 
again, when Houghton seized anid held 
him, and the Governor dklibergtely re- 
sumed his walk. Boone was released and 
went quietly to bis boarding-house on 
Lancaster street, where he was arrested 
ebortly afterwards. Dr. Houghton over- 
twk the Governor and conversed briefly 
with him aboot the assault. The Gover- 
nor proceeded to the capital and went to 

work, sllnding only casually to the mat. 

ter to the attaches of his office. Io the 
police court Boope pleaded not guilty, 
and asked two days te prepare his case, as 
he wanted to telegraph Judge Boardman 
Smith, of the Supreme Court, to defend 
bim. The case war put down for Wednes- 
day afternoon. Boome has been seeking 
pardon for his brother-in-law, Byron B 


Pitgbanks, sentenced for jeare at 
Auburo for shooting into a crowd assem- 
bied near his house on Hallow and 


seriously wounding a boy. Boone and 
wife called op the Governor at Elmira 
during his recent visit to the State Pair 
and asked for den for Fairbanks.

He men 
tioned the affair to District Attorney 
Btanchfirld, who expressed bimeelf as 
strovgly opposed to granting a pardon, as 
he did pot think there was any ground 
for clemency.

some thrtatening remarks and 
Boone follow: d the Governor back and 
forth to the Executive Mansion that day. 
and declared he would not leave until he 
got the pardon. Finally he disappeared 
Last Monday Boone reappeared with his 
wife. Mre. Boome went into tne Execn- 
tive Chamber, while her husband 
rewaimed ia the apte-room. She became 
excited and violent in her language. and 
the Governor's attendants say «nddenly 
struck at Cleveland, who seiged her arm 
before the blow came and requested the 
woman to be seated and be calm. He rove 
and she se! down and then, screaming. 
fell tc the @oor in violent hysterics. Two 
orderlies then removed her across the 
street to a house, where she was treated. 
Bhe hae been hy«terica!l meet of the time 
since. Boone states that when he heard 
his wife scream he rusbed into the Execn- 
tive Chamber avd found the Governor 
jo-t-letting go of ber.

Boone. who assaulted the Governor, an- 
succeasfally solicited a pardon for his 
brother-in-law, who i confined in Auburn 
prison for shooting 8 wan in Chemung 
county s year ago Boone met the Gov- 
ernor as he wae walking over Eagle «treet 
from the Executive Mansion to the Capi- 
tal about 9 o'clock this morning and 
struck at bim, at the same time uttering 
anoath Governor Cleveland threw up 
bis arm and warded off the blow. Several 
persons near by who eaw the affair ran 
after the man and captured him. Gov- 
ernor Cleveland at once proceed to the 
Execative Chamber. Boone came here 
about two weeks ago to press the applica- 
tion and the Governor then said to him he 
would take up the pipers at his earliest 
convenience, and Would decide it ae early 
as possible. His impression was the pros- 
ecating officers of the county were unfe- 
vorable to ‘be pardon, and if so be could 
pot grant it unless thy saw fit, from fur 
ther reflection, to mod:fy their statement.

Boone at this, de- 
manded an immediate answer, ‘Yes, or 
No.” and said to Cleveland. if the District 
Attorory bad reported against the pardon 
hé would slap bis face. and if not he would 
come back and slap Governor's face. 
In a few days Boove telegraphed the Gov- 
ernor that the District Attorney had saved 
him a face d&oping by acknowledging that 
Cleveland's statement was true. Last 
week, one morning, Boone and his wife 
at the Executive Chamber.

The woman was in a state of great nerv- 
ous excitement, and attempted to strike 
the Governor.

GREELY’S RESCUE. 
The Graphic Description by 
Commander Schley. 


The Condition ef the Survivors and the 
Means Taken to Ameliorate 
Their Sufferings. 


Assocrated Press Dispatches to The Times. 
Wasurnerox, Oct. 22.--The report of 
Commander Winfield Scott Schlev. of the 
expedition under his command for the 
relief of the Greely party, has been sub- 
mitted to the Secretary of the Navy. It 
cites the orders under which the expedi- 
tion was organized and then enters upon 
a graphic narrative of the events of the 
voyage, but by far the most interesting 
portion of the report is that describing the 
discovery and rescue of Greely and his 
men. Commander Schley relates as fol- 
lows the impressive scene inside of Gireely's 
tent: “Lieutenant Greely was found in 
his sleeping bag, his body inclined for- 
ward and bis head resting upon his left 
hand. A Book of{Common Prayet was open 
and held in his right hand.

Me Addresses the Workingmen at 
Puliman aed Chicage.

Curcaoo, Oct. 22.—Hon. Thos. A. Hen- 
dricks spoke here to-night on the invita- 
tion of the trade and labor unions.

Protecting Tree Tranks frem the 
Sen. 


Dr. Samuel Hope, a: prominent hor- 


ticulturist of Georgia, considers the 
afternoon sun as having 8 marked in- 
jurious effect upon the southwest side 
of the trunks of fruit trees. The 
peach, when trimmed high,. suffers 


yreatly from this cause, especially in 
the southern climate. 


rovided, the 


the afternoon sun. The warming in- 
» flaence of the morning hours is eufti- 
cient to overcome the cooling action 
of the night, and preserve the heaith 
of the tree. The effect of the after- 
noon sun is vagy marked in blighted 
pear trees, the southwest side being 
usually first affected. Trees that are 
grown on hillsides sloping toward the 
east and southeast, are much less sub- 
ject to the mysterious and deadly 
blight. Currant, gooseberry and rasp 
berry plants are in a like manner 
by the exposure to the 
bright sua of the afternoon. Experi- 
ments in boxing trees, especially the 
cherry, bave been very successful. Ir 
is only netessary to protect the south. 
west aide of the tree trunk. Dr. 
Hope suggests two boards sailed to- 
gether lengtawise by ther edges, aud 
laced on the west side, as being suf- 
cient to protect the tree. yhere 
— the trees may be protected by 
ing plauted on hillsides to 
the southeast. Low limbs will fur- 


nish much shade tq the trunks, and | 


may be obtained by proper pruning. 
The small fruits—curranta, goo: eber- 
ries, raspberries, etc.. can be easily 

ected from -the afternoon sun by

Where to Keep Milk. - 

A lady writes to the Michigan 
Farmer as follows: “I have proven 
by actual experience that a cellar is 
not a good place for milk; by using

. flavor, in contrast to the delicate flavor 
of unsoured cream, whieh is the true 
flavor of aroma. 

4. Natural vegetable acids do not 
harm milk, but the artificial acid of 
fermenting food introduces an element 
into the consumption that it is not

to be 38.32, 1.16, end 15.09, respec- 
tively. It follows, therefore that 
ducks are not only the more prolitic 
-| layers, but their eggs are also richer 
in fat to no inconsiderable extent— 
facts that will not fail to interest the 
reader. 

. Strawberry Cultere. 

From the Fivrids Dispatch.) 

When it is possible, select from land 
which is naturally moist, on the mar 
gin of a creek, lake or pond, and use 
«a fertilizer four parts leaf mould or 
dry muck, two parts unbleached wood 
ashes and one part fine bone dust, 
applied freely arodnd the plants. or 
along the rows. But if you have 
no such soil as above described, be not 
deterred from planting. By deep 
preparation of the soil, the use of 
proper fertilizers, flat culcure, water- 
ing and mulching, good and abundant 
crops of strawberries can be prodaced 
on ‘any fairly good soil, even if 
naturally “high and dry.” If you 
plant in bills they may be two by two 
feet; if in driils, to be worked by a 
horse or mule, the rows may be three 
und a half or four feet apart, and 
plants from twelve to twenty inches in 
the row. 


Yellows ta Peaches. 
From the Country Gentleman. | 
Some of the papers have quoted the 
statements of Charles Downing on the 
character of the yellows in the peach, 
the result of his life long accur#te ob. 
servations, which are worth repeating 
briefly. flis experience h.s shown its 
strongly contagious character, and that 
the healthiest trees will take the dis- 
ease when growing near infected ones, 
or by diseased buds 1oserted into heal- 

thy stock, or by seeds. The first indi- 
cation, as is now well known, is the 
remature ripeoiog of the fruit, with 
dull, discolored flesh. We have been 
familiar with the nature of the disease 
for more than half a century, and have 
seen the four trees next surrounding a 
diseased one all affected on the branch- 
es nearest the diseased tree. and after- 
ward the four perished. Using a knife 
on healthy tree which bad been pre- 
viously used on an infected one, com- 
municated the malady. 

Ranesgement of Pigs. 

I see from reading that it is a com- 
mon practice with sume farmers to 
keep their pigs in their manure cel- 
lara, compelling them to feed upon the 
excrement of other animals.

It seems to me inhuman tw force an 
animal who is a very clean housekerp- 
er, when given a chance, to live, est 
and sleep in sach filth. 


‘ Ashes for Cracked Pears. 
If any ope has a tree that bears 
spotted or cracked fruit, says Croppic, 
in the New York Tribune, let him 
sprinkle wood ashes freely over the 
soil beveath the tree, as far in diame. 
ter as the branches extena—not a light 
sprinkle, either, but a liberal dressing. 
Then wash the bark thoroughly with 
strong soap-sads (old-fashioned soap 
preferred), with the addition of lime- 
water, and a little flour of sulpbur. I 
had a-white Doyenoe pear tree treated 
in this way, that previously bore only 
imperfect fruit, but which after treat- 
ment yave some delicious, highly col- 


vred specimens. It may att cure in 
every case, but it will do no .

Asa rule large apples do not keep as 
long as small ones of the same varicty. 
On the other hand, the well-formed 
but very small sod unripe apples often 
found in the center of a thick top are 
not desirable, as they are never good 
esting, and they oftea_wither and fail 
to keep well.

Some people 
have the happy faculty of making « 
roum appear dirtier after it has been 
cleansed than it | wked to be before, 
because it is too much trouble to do it 
the right way. There is a great deal 
to be before the ion of 
sweeping is begun. All the chairs and 
small ornaments and indeed anything 
of a movable nature, should diet be 
taken out of the room. Oh, but that 
takes too much time, you will say. 
Follow me closely, and you will 
be convinced that rf saves time. Of 
course all of these movable ar- 
ticles mentioned were dusted before 


being removed. Whatever remains in ¢ 


the room sould be covered with an 
old sheet or anything oot particularly 
geeded. Now begin to sweep, and re- 
member that it is only the dust that 
you are expected to take off the 
and not the warp. How often do we 
see the dust-pan filled with wool, the 
result of a hard bearing down upon 
the broom.

They soon would look Gingy, and you 
would find it very bard to make them 
appear fresh. A room cleaned in this 
way will last longer than when done 
in « slipshod manner, and will pay 
you for the troutile. Any nice apart- 
ment such as the parlor, library, 
bedrooms, etc., should be done thus. 
It is better to do them rightly once in 
several weeks, rather than botch them 
every week. “Your turviture and bric- 
a-brac will last longer if so treated, 
and your house will be of a purer at- 
mosphere.

riding on an ox, whose tail he holds. 
“The artiet has made three attempts 
to draw the tail, aod bas 
forgotten to obliterate the two uo- 
succeswfnl ones. The paintings have 
been carefully removed and sent to 
Athens. Among the ruins of the pal- 
ace twenty seven bases of limestone 
columns have been discovered, but no 
drums, besides a sandstone capital in 
the old Doric style. The chambers of 
the building were full of objects of all 
kinds, including pottery, obsidian 
knives, rude hammers of diorite, and 
gravesibnes. No iron has been met 
with, and but little metal of any sort, 
though lead is relatively plentiful. All 
traces of writing are equally absent. 
The ry resembles that of Mykena, 
but the presence of obisidian and the 
sewcity of metal imply that Tiryns was 
the older city of the two. As has al- 
ready been observed in the Academy, 
the scale and arrangement of the newly 
found palace, with the two temples 
within it, are almost identical with 
those of the palace and two temples dis- 
covered in the second prehistoric city 
of Hissarlik.”’

wealth out of every resource the coun- 


possessed. 

It is in Order here to notice some of 
the arguments of the Democrats in favor 
of a revenue tafiff, which always runs 
into free trade, for if such a tariff is be- 
low the cost of production at home, 1m- 
portation is unrestricted by competition. 
One common ent is addressed to 
the farmer. governs the price 
of wheat, therefore your *‘ store- 
goods” where or how yotwan get them 

Hence, let England do your 
manufacturing, if she will do it cheaper 
than your neighbor across the. road, 
which; of course, makes farmers of 
everybody. But it is an assumption, 
the very statement of the case, not jas- 
tified by the facts. When a large 
portion of our population is engaged in 
manufacturing and mining ( principally 
coal and irom mining), the home market 
is always the best, and only the surplus 
goes abroad, and the foreign market 
symwpathizes more or less. Stop mana- 
facturing and mining, for the latter pros- 
pers with the former, and the popula- 
tion so engaged must turn to farming, 
and glut the market. Either this, or 
labor must remain idle. Moreover, the 
price made by protective duties is not 
artificial. If a given article can be made 
at home cheaper than it can be import- 
ed, competition soon finds it out, 
and the price falls, Over-prodaction 
always follows such case, and an unnat- 
ural low price follows. The price can 
never be above what will pay labor and 
capital its profit, no matter how high 
the duty. Many a home product is sell- 
ing for less than it would cost to im- 
port it. 

Another fact ignored in all free-trade 


over the country, coal and iron lands 
become of great value,as well as ail other 
resources germane to iron. This indns- 
try ramifies every pursuit so intimately 
that the prosperity of the iron industry 
is the barometer of all prosperity. 
There is not a fool in political economy 
that dges not know that land near any 
nianufacturing establishment is worth 
fig more by reason of such proximity, 
because the products are marketable at 
home at higher prices than they could 
bring abroad. In fact, many perishable 
products have a large and profitabic mar- 
ket at home that cannot be grown at all 
for a distant market. Al! cities live on 
manufacturing, and all around farms are 
very valuable,; because of the ready 
market for garden and dairy products. 
Such cities are now growing all over the 
country, and few farms in any State are 
now beyond their reach. 

The Morrill tariff was passed in 1461. 
It was so highly protective that the 
Democrats stigmatized it as a ‘‘Chinese 
wall,”’ so probibitory that it would raise 
no revente, War was,upon us, and the 
Government was a. great customer of 
every industry.

Foreigners kept up 
their prices until they saw we could 
beat them. Since 1870 the tariff has 
been modified somewhat. In 1872 tea 
and coffee were put on the free list. A! 
war duties were long ago abolished. 
In 1882 the Democrats clamored 
for a reduction on iron, which 
was made, and the result has 
been disaster to all the fur- 
naces and rolling mills, and lower wages 
to the laborers, while thousands are out 
of employment. Rails are now sold in 
the East less than cost to import, but at 
the expense of the laborers as well as 
proprietors.

Such have been the grand results of a 
pronounced tariff for protection. Never 
did a country prosper in al! its material 
interests as has the United States under 
the Morrill tariff. With all the lessons 
of experience we have now bad, it would 
seem madness to return to a “revenue 
policy.’’ The surplus of $35,000,000, n0w 
realized and so much complained of, is 
a bagatelle as to any buariden to the peo- 
ple, and that much of the debt should 
be reduced annually. It is « senseless 
hue andecry.
